APPOINTMENTS TO STAFF 


DIvIsION OF RESEARCH AND STATISTICS 


Hubert C. Armstrong has been appointed Chief of the Division of 
Research and Statistics, effective June 20, 1945. Mr. Armstrong comes 
to the State Department of Education from the Oakland Public Schools, 
where he served as assistant director of research from 1931 to 1934, as 
consultant in individual guidance from 1934 to 1941, and as consultant 
in research from July, 1941, until the present. During his service in 
Oakland, he was acting principal of the Webster elementary school for 
a period of six months, and, during the absence of Herbert Stolz, assist- 
ant superintendent in charge of individual guidance, served as acting 
assistant superintendent for a six months period in 1939. For the past 
eight months he has been on leave from the Oakland public schools in 
order to serve as special consultant on school finance, under the direction 
of Dr. George D. Strayer, by the Citizens Advisory. Committee on 
Readjustment Education of the California State Reconstruction and 
Re-employment Commission. His experience includes the production of 
a series of broadcasts for the National Broadcasting Company on the 
subject, ‘‘Stories on Human Behavior,’’ and instructing in summer ses- 
sions at the University of Oregon, Oregon State College, the University 
of Washington, Mills College, and in the United States Indian Service 
and with the War Relocation Authority. 

Mr. Armstrong received the M.S. degree from the University of 
Washington in 1931, with a major in psychology. Since that time he 
has taken graduate work at the Institute of Child Welfare of the Uni- 
versity of California and in the Department of Education at the same 
institution. 


Division oF AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION 


Francis W. Noel became Chief of the Division of Audio-Visual 
Education on April 17, 1945. From March, 1942, until October, 1944, 
he served with commission of Lieutenant Commander as Officer-in- 
Charge of Training Aids, Utilization and Education Section, Training 
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Aids Division, Bureau of Naval Personnel, with the assignment of super- 
vision of the selection and use of training aids. In October, 1944, he 
was released from the Navy at the request of the Department of State 
to serve in the latter Department as audio-visual Consultant to the Con- 
ference of Ministers of Education of the Allied Governments, meeting 
in London, to develop plans for American participation in programs of 
educational rehabilitation. 

Before entering the Navy, Mr. Noel was Director of Audio-Visual 
Education of the Santa Barbara City School system from 1937 to 1942, 
and served in a similar capacity for Santa Barbara County from 1940 
to 1942. He has taught summer session and extension courses in audio- 
visual education at Santa Barbara State College and at the University 
of Southern California, and is the author of numerous articles in this 
field. He received the M.S. degree in education from the University of 
Southern California in 1936.

Lawrence B. White, principal of the Mark Keppel High School at 
Alhambra, was appointed to the position of Assistant Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Secondary Education on July 1, 1945. Dr. White has been prin- 
cipal of the Mark Keppel High School since its establishment in 1940-41.
